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Palatine Has 
Worst Fire 
In 30 Years 


Two Firemen Hurt 
As 
Ost Mill Burns; Arling- 
ton I^ept. Called. 


Arlington Firemen 
Will Put On a Lively 
July 1th Celebration 


The worst fire which 
Palatine 
has had in thirty years occurred 
shortly 
a£ter 
midnight 
Sunday 
when the old Ost mill 
building 
which was being used 
as a hay 
storage barn, was burned to the 
ground with the loss of about 150 
tons of hay and straw. 
The former mill building which 
was a Palatine landmark, was lo­ 
cated at the edge of the W. R. Com­ 
fort lumber yard and one of the 
Comfort buildings was only a few 
feet north of the burning building. 
During recent years the old mill 
has been used during the summer 
as a hay and feed storage building 
by the Knelling 
Feed Co., which 
supplies hay and grain to the race 
track during the race meeting. 
The Fuelling Co. had just stored 
six or seven car loads of hay and 
straw in the building in prepara­ 
tion for the July meeting at Ar­ 
lington Park. 
Shortly after midnight Sunday, 
Leroy Weaver, who was about to 
retire, looked out of the window of 
his flat over Bockelman’s store and 
saw what appeared to be a small 
bonfire rn the lumber yard. 
Mr. 
Weaver called the telephone oper­ 
ator and turned in the alarm. When 
he again looked out of the window 
the wiioie east end of the old mill 
seemed to be in flames. 
The Palatine fire department was 
on the job in a hurry and it could 
be seen at once that the old mill 
was doomed and that the real job 
was to save the surrounding build­ 
ings. 
The fire lighters put up a heroic 
fight and deserve a world of credit 
for their splendid battle with the 
flames, which effort *aved the near- 
oy buildings and the lumber yard. 
An emergency call was sent to the 
Arlington Heights fire department 
which responded with a will and 
aided in pouring water 
on 
the 
flames.
